Hartnell College Panthers com- 
pleted a perfect season by crush- 
ing the Lobos 54-0 Thanksgiving 
Day before an overflow crowd at 
Salinas High stadium. The big and 
experienced Panther line had 
beaten the Lobo forward wall into 
submission at the half when the 
Harts left with a 20-0 lead. 


With the exception of Crabb 
passing for 125 yards the Wolfpack 
had practically no offense at all as 
the Panther front line held the 
Lobo running game to a standstill. 
The amazingly unimaginative 
Lobo attack could muster only 9 
net yards in the final half... all 
in the air. 


The Panthers, led by their three 
quarterbacks, slammed their way 
through the MPC defense for 429 
yards, 292 by way of an infantry 
attack. The game itself was a very 
definite contrast between wrong 
and right as Hartnell did every- 
thing right in handing the Wolf- 
pack its worst defeat in 11 years.
